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Failing next Year, a Misfortune to be Pi- 
tied and Provided; this is to make the 
former, only like Children Born out of Sea- 
fon, and divefting of the Claim every 
Unhappy Perfon has to the tendernefs of 
the Government. 

But this Matter needs (mall Explication 
and the lefs, tince fome Gentlemen are for. 
ward to Explain it themfelves, and to ac- 
knowledge, that they Oppofe this Law, 
upon their Private Special Concern with 
fome Bankrupts, they are refolv'd to ufe 
as Severely as they can. 

If this be fo, thofe Gentlemen. difcover 
fome very Unbappy Principles, which how 
well they Comport with their Characters, 
I Refer totheir own Confideration.
